The  “Water  + Fish”  and  “Fish  Ingestion”  are  from  OWs  National  Recommended  Water  Quality 
Criteria  Human  Health  Criteria  for  consumption  of  “Water  + Organism”  and  “Organism  only”. 
The  values  that  OW  calls  Human  Health  Consumption  of  “Organism  only”,  Colorado  calls  “Fish 
Ingestion”.  Other  than  Arsenic,  the  values  are  the  same  and  the  intent  is  the  same.
